Speaker Blaine has sent a dispatch to 
the President, saying : We have car¬ 
ried every Congressional District, have 
chosen twenty-nine or thirty Senators to 
one by the Democrats, havo elected three- 
fourths of the popular branch of the 
Legislature, Gov. Dingley a majority, 
according to present appearances, of be¬ 
tween 11,000- and 12,000, which is a 
handsome gain on last year’s vote. 

A mass meeting of citizens was held 
in New Orleans on Monday, and Gov. 
Kellogg was requested to resign ; he re¬ 
fused to receive any communication from 
the meeting; afterward a proclamation 
by D. B. Penn, claiming to be Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor, called the people to arms ; 
barricades were erected in the streets, 
and sharp fighting ensued; fifty men 
aro reported killed, 

On Tuesday the President issued a 
proclamation ordering all disorderly per¬ 
sons in Louisiana to disperse. 

A Dispatch from New Orleans, dated 
Sept. 15, says : With the exception of the 
sentinel in front of the custom-house, 
not an armed man is to be seen on the 
streets of the city and quiet prevails

Ail other 
lmve their organizations. The 
are an important class, constituting a 
large fraction of the voting population 
of the country, with more capital invest¬ 
ed than have any other two classes, yet 
agriculture receives less from the gener¬ 
al government than any other interest, 
and the husbandman pays far more than 
than his share of the taxes. Farming, 
having no control over the prices of its 
own productions, pays too small an in¬ 
terest on the capital invested.
